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complaint shall not contain such spegifications, the same
shalr be held bad upon general demurrer.

SectioN 2. Thisact and the provisions of the preced-
ing section shall apply to all actions of quo wdrranto,
or actions brought to determine the right to any office
now pending, and the defendant may at any time be-
fore the tria%, demand in writing that the complaint in
any such action shall be amended to conform to the
requirements of the preceding section and of this act,
and the plaintiff and relator shall serve an amended
complaint, embracing and containing allegations of
facts as required by the preceding section, within
twenty days after such demand, and the defendant
shall have a like time to answer such amended com-
plaint, and in case such demand is made, all proceed-
ings in the action shall be stayed until such amended
complaint be served.

SecrioN 3, This act shall take effect and be in
force from and after jts passage and publication.
